A. Novel Bicycle Path. 


The cycleway which is to be built between 


Pasadena and Los Angeles, California, is so 
ar as known, the only thing of the kind in 
he United States, or in the world, says the 


Angeles Herald. Horace M. Dobbins 


and his helpers have secured nearly all the 
ight of way necessary along the route. 
Secretary and Engineer W. R. Stevenson 
was seen to-day and stated the plans which 
live been so far made. 
The surveying has 


leen done and the actual building will begin 
within a few month*. Then it will be only 


few weeks before the path is fit for use. 


Phe structure will be all of wood, and most 
of the way elevated from two to twenty feet. 
Fhe floor will be built of narrow strips set 
on edge and nailed together horizontally, so 
hat there will be no nailheads on the sur- 
ace. There will be no grade crossings either 
of railways or highways, owing to the ele- 
vation above these. The cyclists will there- 
ore have to look out for nothing except 
other cyclists. The path will be nine feet 
wide and have outward sloping sides four 
'eet high. There will be four stations or 
.oil-gates along the route and there will be 
a pavilion and park, "Meriemont," in the 
hills east of Sycamore Grove. 
The path will 


lie on the east side of the arroyo ; will ex- 
tend from a block away from East Colorado 
street to the East Los Angeles bridge ; will 
>e nine milea long and have an average 
;radc of 1| per cent. It will be so smooth 
hat a bicycler can coast down the gentle 
rrade for the entire distance without touch- 
ng his feet to the pedals. The up trip will 
take little work. 
The path will be lighted 


by electric lights set 100 feet apart. The 
tolls will be very moderate.

Captain Cook's Pioneer £aborfl In the Icy 


Houlhern Kaftans. 


To Captain James Couk, the ox-collier 


boy of Whitby, belongs the Imposing hon- 
or of being tho first to essay tho explora- 
tion of tho dreaded regions beyond the 
parallel of 6'0 degrees south. There is in- 
deed on record a somewhat hazy account 
of an involuntary incursion made by Cap- 
tain Dirk Gcrritz, a Dutch navigator, 
who by stress of weather was driven from 
tho strait of Magellan as far south as tho 
sixty-fourth degree 170 years before Cook's 
voyage. 
Land was reported by Gerrltz, 


which may have been the south Shotlnnds, 
discovered and surveyed two centuries aft- 
er, but Captain Cook was tho first to de- 
liberately steer directly for tho south pole 
ill tho endeavor to dispel the mystery 
which reigned over tho whole of that Im- 
mense area. 
That ho did so much to pre- 


pare tho way for those who, longo inter- 
vullo, followed in his wake, is truly mar- 
velous whoa Ills limitations arc considered 
Even hud ho done more, it is doubtful 
whether any great uso would have been 
made of his discoveries, remembering how 
vast were the other additions he made in 
those years to our knowledge of the world 
we live in 


But bearing in mind that he actually 


reached thu latitude of 71 degrees 10 min- 
utes south, over 400 miles nearer tho pole 
shan the position said to have been at- 
tained by Gerrltz, and equal, as far as se- 
verity of surroundings wont, to an arctic 
parallel of 10 degrees higher, and that two 
well equipped expeditions from France 
and America (H years later only sueoocdcd 
in getting as far south as 6(1 degrees and 
07 decrees respectively, tho brilliancy of 
his achievement becomes at once apparent. 


The principal result of his labors was 


the assurance that in a very high latitude 
one unbroken ocean sweeps right around 
tho globe, which great fact ho proved by 
its circumnavigation between the parallels 
of 00 degrees to 70 degree south, although 
at one part of his journey ho must have 
passed within a comparatively short dis- 
tance of the supposed antarctic continent 
discovered by Biscoo nenrly 70 years after- 
ward.—Cornhill Magazine. 


HE FACED DEATH. 


In her paper on divorce in the Unit- 


ed States in Tho Contemporary Review 
Gertrude Athortou presents a juxtapo- 
sition of figures which is at least ingen- 
ious. She finds that Now York is the 
state of the Union in which a divorce 
is procured with the greatest difficulty, 
and New York is at tho same time the 
most immoral state in the Union. In 
South Carolina no divorce is allowed at 
all, aud in South Carolina more people 
go crazy in proportion to the population 
than in any other state. 


Tho American oyster is moving rac- 


idiy into favor with the British, along 
with American wheat and beef. More 
than 400 barrels of noble Blue Points 
have already boon shipped from Long 
Island across the Atlantic this season. 


Dr. Sheldon Jackson suggests that 


the Klondike minors may keep from 
starving through the winter by shooting 
some of the wild reindeer that are now 
abuuilnut iu tho Yukon. Ho says fur- 
ther that if ho had been authorized by 
our government to do so he could by this 
time have h" ad 150 trained reindeer at 
St. Michael's, where they could be util- 
ized to convey food from the post up 
tho Yukon all winter. Of course it is 
not possible for one at a distance from 
tho scone of action to judge of things, 
but it is hard to understand why, when 
the shortage of supplies in the Klondike 
•moo iirafc nnnnnnr.Pn1. two months ago, 
the reindeer were iiot hnmea forward. 
Thero was still plenty of time. 
Even 


yet it. is difficult to see why there is not 
time. Jackson says a reindeer can make 
the round trip from St.Michael'sto Daw- 
son City aud back in four to six weeks, 
hauling 400 pounds of freight and find 
itself. The proper way is to have the 
animals travel in trains of 100 or more, 
each driver to manage eight deer. 


The phrase "government by injunc- 


tion" is superseded by^a new one now, 
"government by syndicate." It means 
that a syndicate of bankers in almost 
every civilized country controls 
the 


country and that tho ostensible rulers 
have little to say. Government by syn- 
dicate is illustrated in the Rothschild 
rule in Europe. Government by syndi- 
cate is also the plan in Honduras, whose 
custom house and banks are now in the 
hands of a company representing New 
York millionaires. 


There is now more gold money in the 


United States than there ever was be- 
fore and more is coming not only from 
Europe, but also from Australia. The 
amount at present is $71!J,000,000. 
About $148,000,000 of this amount is 
in the United States treasury; the rest 
in tho banks of the country. Nine years 
IIRO, Nov. 1, 1886, there was more gold 
in thi> treasury tliau at any time before 
or than thuif lias ever been since. The 
amount was $!!)!,U74,r>?5. 


Ono of the pleasant bits of informa- 


tion for American wine growers is that 
owing to drought the French wine crop 
is so .shott that 300,000,000 gallons must 
bo imported into that country 
from 


abroad. 
Much of this will go from

"It is absolutely necessary to protect tho 


eyes in some way. I wore a black slouch 
hat pulled down over them. In addition 
we donned goggles manufactured by the 
Indians, which fulfill the purpose for 
which they arc intended. Those arc made 
of bits of wood, oval shaped, like the 
glasses of spectacles. They have small slits 
in them, BO that one can see, but the eye 
is shaded and not off ected. "—St. Louis 
Olobo-Democrut.

We think wo aro correct in stating that it 
was Sir .1. W. Chitty who exclaimed when 
a pieco of tho ceiling foil down on his desk 
when ho was in tho midst of giving judg- 
ment, "Justitia fiat, ruat cculum" (Lot 
justice bo done though the heavens fall), 
a remark that compares very favorably 
with tho interpolated gag of a celebrated 
actor when a globe fell on to tho stage of 
a provincial theater: "Ilello, tho glass is 
falling! Wo shall have rain." We would 
not say that the magisterial bench is with- 
out humor, but it mnbt be admitted that 
when tho royal arms behind tho bench in 
a London police court almost fell upon the 
occupant thereof, that individual hud 
nothing to say that could, strictly speak- 
ing, bo classified as humorous. 


"When one has a reproof to deliver, it is 


as well (from tho reproved's point of view) 
that the same should bo administered liko 
tho powder in tho infantile jam—in as 
palatable a form as possible. Perhaps that 
idea struck tho present master of tho rolls, 
Lord Eshor, when a junior cited tho "Law 
Reports" ns "3 Q. B. D." When Lord 
Eshcr said, "That is not tho way you 
cKnLllcl atltlvouo VIC," tlio juTiir.1. pivit-^actaarl 
that ho intended no disrespect, but that 
tho formula was an abbreviation for "tho 
second volume of tho queen's bench divi- 
sion reports." "I might as well," replied 
tho muster, "say to you, 'U. B. D.' " An- 
other instance that occurs to us is tho case 
of a barrister who had almost been called 
to order on several occasions for having 
branded his client's husband (the defend- 
ant) in terms hardly compatible with 
courts of law, but luckily managed to 
escape until he said: "It is pardonable to 
bo ugly, but there aro limits. Now these 
limits Mr. X. lias overstepped outrageous- 
ly. I do not believe there is an uglier man 
in tho world than Mr. X." "Sir," said tho 
judge reprovingly, "you forget yoursoli."

The Way Finger Nails Grow. 


Finger nails, liko hair, grow faster in 


summer than in winter. The nails of two 
fingers never grow with the same degree 
of rapidity. 


Tho nail of the middle finger grows with 


the greatest rapidity and that of tho 
thumb the least. It has been computed 
that the average growth of the finger nail 
is 1-32 of an inch per week, or a little 
more than an inch and a half per year. 
Tho growth, however, depends to a great 
extent upon the rate of nutrition, and dur- 
ing periods of sickness or of abstinence it 
is retarded. 


• Authorities differ with regard to the 
equality of growth on both hands, some 
holding that the nails of the right hand 
grow faster than those of the left, but oth- 
ers can perceive no difference between 
them. According to the rate of growth 
stated, the average time taken for each 
fingernail to grow its full length is about 
four and a half months, and at this rate a 
man of 70 would have renewed his nails 
188 times. Taking the length of each nail 
nt half an inch, he would have grown 7 
feet 9 inches of nail on each finger, and on 
»11 his fingers and thumbs an aggregate 
length of 77 feet 6 inches.— New York 
Journal,

lluff'B Kogrlno Story. 


The story of Rudyard Kipling, entitled 


".007," in which many of the characters 
aro locomotives, has attracted considerable 
attention in railroad circles, and many 
professional railroad men agree in credit- 
ing tho author with unusual knowledge 
of railroad usages, technical terms and 
mechanical matters. Much of tho conver- 
sation in the story is carried on by loco- 
motives of various types, which meet in a 
'roundhouse, where .007, "an eight wheeled 
American loco,'' becomes acquainted with 
a number of his fellows. 
- "You can't expect a writer of jungle 
stories to be letter perfect in railroad mat- 
ters," said an old engineer, "especially if 
the writer is an Englishman and the rail- 
road matters in his stories aro American. 
He tries hard to appear American, but in 
tho first sentence in which tho engine with 
the impossible name is referred to ho 
shows his Ejiglish. No one on this side of 
the water e\er refers to an engine as a 
"loco,"and the author never once uses 
tho word engine in his story. If Kipling's ' 
'.007' hud been written for England or tho 
colonies, it would have been perfectly 1 
proper to refer to a certain style of engine ' 
as'Aniericu;i' in build, but in this coun- 
try wo ha\e only American locomotives, 
and no practical railroad man in tho Unit- 
ed States uses the word 'bogy' when 
speaking of a 'truck.' Those errors show 
that Kipling is like Sullivan's tar and

"If he had been reared in this country 


or had more than a bowing acquaintance 
with railroad people, ho would not have 
spoken of an engine us 'he,1 and he would 
have chosen somo other decoration than 
pea green with a rod 'buffer bar' for one 
of tho most conspicuous of his collection 
of 'Iccos.' " 


Edgar Van Ettcn, general superintend- 


ent of the New York Central and Hudson 
River railroad, says: "It is one of tho best 
railroad stories I ever read. Many writers 
try to write similar tales, but they usually 
fail when they strike technical points. 
But Kipling has made none of tho usual 
blunders, and his story would be most ex- 
cellent Irom the railroad man's point of 
view, but for a few slight errors. 
For ex- 


ample: 'I've trouble enough in my own 
division,' said a lean, light suburban loco, 
with very shiny brake shoes. 'My com- 
muters wouldn't rest till they got a parlor 
car 
They've hitched it on just ahead of 


tho caboose, and it hauls worse'n a snow- 
plow.' 


"Now, a cnboofo, every one knows, is 


the car at the end of a freight train, and 
no one over saw a caboose and a parlor car 
hitched as Kipling described. His satire 
on the yardiimstor is simply delicious. It 
may be a little overdrawn, but it shows 
that officer to bo an unlimited monarch, 
and that's what he is for tho time being. 
But when the author has tho yardmastcr 
examining freight receipts ho makes an- 
other error. A yardmixster never sees these 
documents. 
He handles way bills and 


running bills, but never a freight receipt. 
Mr. Kipling shove that he has been around 
engines and knows much about them by 
mentioning the fact that they carry jack- 
screws, but he probably never heard of 
any one in a roundhouse talk about'iced 
water.' "—.New York Tribune.

In the majority of cases its cause lies 
in the fact that the food last taken is so 
rich in quality or so excessive in quantity 
that the stomach cannot digest it. 


A simple diet on grains and ripe fruit, 


with sufficient exercise in the open air to 
keep up a gcntiB perspiration, would 
speedily effect a cure. With some persons 
this headache comes on at reguhir inter- 
vals and is the stomach's signal of dis- 
tress at having been imposed upon. To 
take two teaspeonfuls of powdered char- 
coal in a glass full of water will some- 
times give relief, or a tablcspoonf ul of lem- 
on juice 15 minutes before each meal and 
the same at bedtime.—New York Ledger,
